The first series of awards will be 
made to cities of a population of 
100,000 or over which show the 
most nparly adequate community 
health service as of January, 1924. 
The development of the public 
health program has 'been so rapid 
in recent years that it is by no 
mean» easy for the city health of- 
flfcer to make sure that he is keep­ 
ing up with the procession, or that 
he is doing the most important 
things first and doing them in the 
best way. In order to clarify the 
situation the association, which is
